ORGANIZATION FIRST. 


There has been muoh hue and ory of late about the 
oanteen, 

According to these people who are supposedly in the 
know, the enterprise isn't being operated on a sound 
basis. Prices aro too high; merohendiso stook is in- 
complete; and where do "all tho profits go anyhow." 

Furthermore, they want to know when tho oooperativo 
systom will be started and why it has not boon organ- 
ized before this, 

First of all, let us remember that there is a war 
on. Prices all along the line have risen, are rising, 
despite organized measuros by the govornmont to pro- 
vent it. 

Commodities, too, are not so plontiful to tho poople 
on the outside, lot alono to thoso of usin tho ocntors. 
It is no longor a quostion of "how muoh?" but ono of 
"oan I buy it ovon if I'm willing to pay tho prioco?" 

As to whon the oooporativo will bo organizod, that 
is a mattor striotly up to the roocntly-olootod tompo- 
rary community oounoil, whioh mot in sossion for tho 
first timo this wook,. 

It will be the council's job to study thoroughly the 
cooperative method of business, its advantages and dis- 
advantages, successful cooperatives already operating 
elsewhere, adapt the oomposite results of the study and 
researoh to the loonl picture. 

It noed not be montioned hero that setting up suoh 
à program will bo a formidablo task. Thoso who aro 
clomoring for on immodiate oanteon cooporativo forgot 
that tho cooperativo programwill ombrnooo all oommunity 
ontorpriscs, not just tho oantoon, 

It will inolude the barber shops, beauty parlors, 
clothing stores, shoe repairing, a soore of other en- 
terprises vital and necessary to a oommunity of 9000 
people. 

But before all those various enterprises, or any 
one of them, oan be set up, a cooperative organization 
has to be formed, And to that ond is working tho tom- 
porary oounoil, which has been ontrusted with tho job 
of drafting proliminery plans for tho body, 

It is simply o matter of orgonizing first.
